There are 433,957 soccer players in Australia this year, ac- 
cording to figures compiled by the Australian Soccer Federation. 


The -Federation will shortly issue 
their handbook fisting leagues and 
Associations and schoolboy player 
numbers. 

With a playing strength of this mag- 
nitude, which includes 30,236 teams, 
the addition of coaches, team mana- 
gers and referees brings up a total of 
some 500,000 direct participants in 
the sport. 

The returns have been lodged with 
ASF Youth Development Officer 
Brian Emery. : 

The basic figures come from gen- 
eraily accurate numbers from State 
Federations and Amateurs, with due 
bul conservative allowances made for 
schealboy players so that numbers do’ 
not overiap.
